June 2 uB~The Ford 
Motor Co. today was reported to 
have accepted in principle the CIO 
United 
Auto Workers Union d e ­ 
mand that industry continue p art 
pay to em ployes when they are 
out of work. 
That is the key point in the revo­ 
lutionary guaranteed annual wage 
plan which the UAW is pressing 
on Ford and General Motors under 
a strike th rea t next week. 
The union has announced it in­ 
tends to insist on the year-around 
pay plan throughout the auto in­ 
dustry and other CIO unions are 
making the sam e demand in other 
m ajor mass-production industries. 


353,000.000 Fund 


The D etroit News said it learned 
from a high union official that Ford 
had offered a 55 million dollar, 
three-year "jo b security" fund that 
would be "unprecedented in indus­ 
try .” 
"It appears to represent some of 
the thinking of both Ford’s previ­ 
ous “ partnership in prosperity" of­ 
fer and the union’s guaranteed an­ 
nual wage plan," the News said. 
“ It accepts the principle of pro­ 
viding for a Ford employe while 
he is out of work—the principle on 
which UAW President Walter P. 
Reuther insists." 
As reported by the News, Ford 
offered to pay a percentage of 
weekly payroll toward a fund out 
of which I a id-off workers would 
continue to receive jobless pay aft­ 
er their state unemployment com ­ 
pensation 
paym ents became 
ex­ 
hausted.

Two-Year Wait 
Comes To End 


HONOLULU, June 2 OB—More 
than two years of anxious waiting 
ended today for the families of 
four U. S. fliers, back from the 
Korean War after lonely months in 
Red China's prisons. 


A big. slick, blue and white Air 
Force plane brought the families 
here from the mainland to a tear 
ful, happy reunion. 
Events had moved fast this week 
for the four—Lt. Col. Edwin He! 
ler, Wynnewood, Pa.; Capt. Harold 
E. Fischer, Swea City, Iowa; Lt. 
Lyle Cameron, Lincoln, Neb., and 
Lt. Roland W. Parks, Omaha. 
Released at Hong Kong Tuesday, 
they had reached Honolulu wily 
yesterday, astounded to learn that 
their families were being flown to 
Hawaii. This was the great mo­ 
m ent to which they had looked 
during the cold days they spent in 
M anchurian prison cells.

They stood im patiently in spank­ 
ing new Air Force uniforms as the 
plane rolled up toward the ramp 
at Hickam Air Force Base. They 
all carried orchid leis, the floral 
necklaces of Hawaii. 
They fidgeted and craned their 
necks as the plane pulled up.

and taut under 
their joshing good humor.

New Polio Vaccine 
Better, Salle Says 


NEW YORK. June 2 UN—Dr. Jon­ 
as E. Salk said today polio vac 
cines now in use "are better than 
those used in the field trials." He 
added that they should lower the 
rate of paralytic polio. 
An analysis of the field trials of 
the Sa Ik vaccine last year showed 
it between 80 and 90 per cent ef­ 
fective against polio. 
Dr. Salk told a news conference 
that probably more cases of so­ 
called polio would be reported than 
ever before. Other ailments are 
often m istaken for polio, he con­ 
tended. just as many other dis­ 
turbances are referred to in winter 
as influenza. 
The vaccine is intended to guard 
against paralytic polio, Dr. Salk 
continued, and figures should be 
kept of both paralytic and non­ 
paralytic polio.

Yugoslavia Supports 
Chinese Reds' Claim 
To Island Of Formosa

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, June I 
(A)—Yugoslavia signed a declara­ 
tion of principles with the Soviet 
Union tonight, but President Tito 
apparently did not yield an inch of 
his independence. 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, Commu­ 
nist party boss in the Soviet Union 
who came here a week ago plead­ 
ing for a political reconciliation 
with 
Tito, 
will 
leave tomorrow 
empty-handed, judging from w hat 
is now known. 
Khrushchev, who led the six-man 
Soviet delegation 
here 
and did 
most of the talking, didn’t even 
sign the declaration. He sat smil­ 
ing at the green baize table of th# 
Gardijski Dom (G uards’ Palace) 
tonight, a Hero of the Soviet Union 
medal prom inent on his lapel, as 
Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin 
scratched his nam e with Tito’s on 
the document. 
(In Washington, the State De­ 
partm ent declined im m ediate com­ 
m ent on the joint statem ent, say­ 
ing more tim e was needed to study 
it and receive reports from Amer­ 
ican diplom ats on the scene. But 
responsible U. S. officials said pri­ 
vately there seem ed to be nothing 
new or startling in the vague dec­ 
larations. They said that the fuzzi­ 
ness of the wording on the section 
referring to Form osa led them to 
believe it did not necessarily m ean 
Tito agreed to support Red China s 
claim to Form osa. 
Yugo Press Barked Peiping 
(These officials noted the gov­ 
ernment-controlled Yugoslav pres* 
has already backed Peiping’s de­ 
mand for Formosa, that Tito rec­ 
ognized Red China in 1949. and 
that Y u g o s l a v representatives 
voted to seat the Peiping regim e 
in U. N.) 
Relations of the Communist par­ 
ties in the two countries were not 
even mentioned in the declaration. 
The principal points it made were: 
I Yugoslavia supports "the sat­ 
isfaction of the legitim ate rights of 
the (Communist) People’s Repub­ 
lic of C hin| with regard to Taiwan 
(Form osa1. , ." 
2. Yugoslavia and the Soviet Un­ 
ion support a settlem ent of the 
G erm an question “ on a dem ocratic 
basis, in conformity both with the 
wishes and desires of the Germ an 
people and with the interests of 
general security.” 
3. Both governm ents support “ a 
system of collective security in Eu­ 
rope based on a tre a ty ." 
l/.N. Seat For Red China 
4. The role and authority of the 
United Nations should be strength­ 
ened, and Com m unist China should 
be given a seat in the U. N. 
5. The two governm ents have de­ 
cided to conduct their future rela­ 
tions "in a spirit of friendly co­ 
operation" and conclude arrange­ 
ments for improving economic re­ 
lations. 
6. “ Respect for the sovereignty, 
independence, integrity and equal­ 
ity among states in their m utual 
relations and in their relations with 
other states. Recognition and de­ 
velopment of peaceful coexistence 
among nations regardless of ideo­ 
logical differences or differences 
of social order. . . com pliance with 
the principle of m utual respect for, 
and non-interference in, internal 
affairs for whatever reason, wheth-

Army Incentive 
Plan Provides 
Trips To Resort

GALVESTON. Tex., June 2 # - 
The Army is launching a real cool 
program at historic Ft. Crockett. 
Namesake Davy, who fought in 
an earlier era, might not think 
much of it. But then Davy never 
saw a modern army. 


Hundreds of troops at hot. dusty 
Ft. Hood in central Texas will win 
seven-day trips to this gulf-cooled 
island resort city this spring and 
summer. They’ll stay at Ft. Crok- 
ett. just a stroll from glistening 
beaches, fishing piers, fine res­ 
taurants and other attractions. 
It ’s an incentive plan for sol­ 
diers, says Uncle Sam. 
Approximately 18.000 Ft. Hood 
troops with high training marks 
will go. The program calls for ro­ 
tating 600-800 men to the site each 
week for training and recreation 
until the last of September. 


The first arrivals, a contingent 
of engineers, arrived M ay 19 un­ 
der the command of M ay T. W. 
Marcinkowski. 
Said the major, a 
bemedaled 
overseas veteran; 
"A week of training and recre­ 
ation on this pleasant island should 
do a great deal for the morale of 
any GI. I am overwhelmed by the 
Welcome we have received here."

Tests earn ed on over the past 
four years have shown that plants 
trellised in a special way will bear 
heavily until frost. In some cases 
a single plant produced as much 
as 62 pounds of tomatoes and 25 
plants produced more than three- 
fourths of a ton of fruit. 
Basically,

trellising 
method am ounts to keeping each 
plant inside a wire cylinder two 
feet across and five feet tall. The 
result is a column of vine growth 
held in place and supported by a 
wire cylinder. 
Wire with six inch rn* h is best 
because it m akes it ease to reach 
in and pick the tomatoes. Concrete 


reinforcing wire is ideal because; 
it is rigid enough to be self sup- 
porting. 
A few stakes around the cylin­ 
ders, according to Duncan, will 
keep them from being blown over. 
Prepare the ground by digging in 
some organic m atter, ‘peat moss 
or compost' along vith two pounds 
of 5-10-10 fertilizer to IOO square 
feet. Make the bed for the plants 
at least five feet wide 
Other advice by Duncan is to 
water plants requentlv during the 
early par of the season and late 
in the season w ater only during dry 
spells.

For the first time in half a cen­ 
tury the various fees in the office 
of Clerk of Court Joseph E. Boden 
have been Increased. 


Boden has received a letter from 
.tate Comptroller J. Millard Taw es 
saying that most fees are boosted 
50 per cent effective Wednesday. 
The increased fee charges resulted 
from legislation passed by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly at its recent session. 
Under the new system, a person 
filing a divorce petition will have 
to pay a fee of $10 to the clerk of 
court. The old fee was $7.50.

Help For The Blind 
With Electronics 


An intriguing device to lead the blind has been 
invented by two Kansas men, one of whom is himself 
blind. M. A. McCollum of Topeka, who for 33 years 
has been feeling his way with the tip of a cane, 
envisioned utilizing electronics to help the sightless 
find their way. Now his dream has come true. 
In collaboration with a fellow ham radio operator, 
Ed Sexton, McCollum has developed a four-pound 
radio wave emitting device. Earphones pick up the 
deflection of the waves off objects. With experience, 
a person is able to tell whether the object is a 
stairway, a post or a wall. 
As a sort of test run, the inventor walked through 
a busy railroad station in Kansas City and boarded a 
train for Topeka. Commenting on his trip afterwards, 
he said, “It’s just like learning to walk all over.” 
From the time he lost his sight in a bicycle 
accident as a youngster, McCollum has been interested 
in radio. He became so proficient in his knowledge 
of radio that at 20 years of age he opened station 
KGNO in Dodge City. The station is still operating, 
although he sold it some time ago. 
Not entirely at ease with his new “seeing eye,’* 
McCollum explains, “after feeling my way for years 
with a cane tip, it s a devastating experience to walk 
three blocks without ever touching ground with the 
cane.” The strangeness of the device will wear off 
In time and it is easy to imagine that the two Kansans 
are mighty proud of their handiwork. 
With the cost of all the parts in the electronic 
eye coming to only $35, McCollum and Sexton nny 
find themselves swamped with orders from other* 
handicapped people. A group of Topeka businessmen 
has set up an organization called SITE (Sight 
Improvement Through Electronics) and has pledged 
to back them in their enterprises.

Khrushchev 


U nnecessary 
surprise 
w as 
expressed 
when 
N ikita 
K hrushchev took the lead of the Soviet delegation to 
Y ugoslavia. T hat lead is his by right. He is the top m an 
of the Soviet U niversal S tate and therefore is superior in 
ran k and authority to P re m ie r N ikolai Bulganin. 
T he conference w ith Tit© involved not only sta te 
m a tte rs but the very n atu re of international C om m unist 
au thority. Again th at is a m a tte r for N ikita K hrushchev 
not for M arshal Bulganin. A fter 38 y ears th a t should not 
h ave been m isunderstood. K hrushchev is the successor to 
Lenin and Stalin. Only a com paraU vely few days a fter 
Stalin died, this was m ade c lea r by the division of au th ­ 
ority betw een party and governm ent, when M alenkov w as 
rem oved from the secretary sh ip of the p arty and w as 
lim ited to authority in the state. Then B ena w as killed, 
M alenkov reduced to nothing and Molotov turned into an 
eld er statesm an. Thus K hrushchev destroyed the triu m ­ 
v ira te which cam e into pow er a fter Stalin s death. 


Most people think of other government# in term s 
of their own. 
I was never more conscious of that 
than on my recent trip to England where I found men 
of great intelligence who had no better understanding 
of the American form of governm ent than they had of 
the Russian. They could not avoid translating every 
question into British term s and traditions. For in­ 
stance, the peculiar relations between the President 
and Congress are very hard for them to grasp. It is 
the sam e with most of us; we fall into a natural habit 
of seeing the world in our im age. 


It is no wonder, then, th at the R ussian system , p arti­ 
cu larly the relations of p arty to state, is so confusing to 
W esterners. In any Soviet country the party is suprem e; 
the sta te is held in tutelage by the party. W hoever controls 
the p a rty is m aster of the state. To him , all public offi­ 
cials a re subordinate and he can rem ove them as K hru­ 
shchev rem oved Be ria and M alenkov. 
It is of value to the U nited S tates th at the Y ugosla­ 
v ian event should have occurred. In dealing w ith Tito, the 
R ussians could not try trick s because he had once been 
one of them and he is fam iliar with their m ethods and 
their chain of com m and. H ad K hruschev not com e to the 
conference, Tito would have known th a t the R ussians w ere 
toying w ith him and there would have been no conference. 
He could not have accepted B ulganin as the head of the 
R ussian state because he is not head of the party. 


The Four Power Conference, which will now prob­ 
ably be held. should consist of the President of the 
United States, the prime m inister of Great Britain, 
the premier of France, and the secretary of the Ruc­ 
tion Communist party. Instead of sending Khrushchev, 
the Russians plan to send Bulganin. They did not dare 
do that to Tito, but they assum e that the West takes 
titles seriously and that a prem ier sounds more official 
and more Important than a secretary. 
They forget 
that Stalin made the title of secretary supreme. 


T herefore, the W est ought to insist th at K hrushchev be 
p re re n t a t the Four Pow er C onference if it is to be a m eet­ 
ing of equals. 
T he questions to be discussed a t this conference a re 
p eace, d isarm am ent, atom ic w eapons, the relations of R ed 
China 
to the rem ainder of the world. A fter IO years, the 
w orld w ants peace on som e basis. Obviously w hatever 
the U nited N ations can do, it cannot m ake or m aintain 
peace. T hat \vill have to be the work of a special confer­ 
ence or we shall continue to h ave a cold w ar with sporadic 
and lim ited shooting w ars like the ones in K orea and in 
Indochina. 


At any rate, we have reached the moment when 
conversations on major iaauea are possible. This con­ 
ference ought to be form al; It ought to have an agen­ 
da; it ought to have som e kind of minute. Perhaps at 
Its termination, a treaty might be submitted for ratifi­ 
cation. If peace does not com e after this Four Power 
Conference, there can be little hope for peace in our 
tim es. 


T he question will be w hat will the Soviet U niversal 
S tate dem and. At th a t conference, R ussia will not only 
re p re se n t itself, but all the C om m unist countries, includ­ 
ing R ed China. The dem ands m ay be m ore than can be 
m et. And the W est needs to m ake one big dem and and 
th a t is th a t the M arxists cease their w ork of penetration 
into other countries.

Though cabinet m em bers som e­ 
tim es a re forced to accept a bud­ 
get cut, it's alm ost unheard of for 
a cabinet m em ber to urge a budget 
cut. Y et M rs. Hobby took a defin­ 
ite stand against m edical research .

are allotted to universities and hos­ 
pitals doing im portant w ork in re­ 
search. They a re not spent by the 
governm ent.

seem ed afraid she m ight be ac­ 
cused of prom oting socialized m ed­ 
icine.

This is an

WASHINGTON 
Asia is the vulnerable flank of 
the 
United S tates 
and the free 
world. T hat sentence would be this 
rep o rter’s choice, if he w ere asked 
to com press into one sentence all 
the innum erable observations and 
im pressions of a six m onths’ jo u r­ 
ney in Asia. 
If Asia is our vulnerable flank, 
m oreover, it follows th at alm ost 
all the developm ents th at a re now 
thought to be so hopeful a re m ere 
local and tem p o rary gains. 
The 
f eemg of A ustria, 
for instance. 
is being hailed as the beginning of 
a new era of international re la ­ 
tions; but th ere is no reason to 
suppose, as yet, th a t it is anything 
of the sort. 
To be sure, the Soviets would 
never have freed A ustria if im ­ 
m ense 
progress 
had 
not 
been 
m ade, on m any fronts, in rein­ 
forcing 
W estern 
E urope 
against 
C om m unist p ressu res. But precise­ 
ly because of this progress th at 
began with the M arshall P lan and 
ended with G erm an rearm am en t, 
Europe is no longer the place to 
look for signs of a new era s daw n. 


No Signs In Sight 


The leaders of world com m unism 
are not a pack of fools. They will 
not order a d esp erate frontal a t­ 
tack on a strongly fortified line, 
i; there is a naked, unprotected 
flank by which the whole position 
can be taken. Asia is th at flank. 
If there is any hope of peace be­ 
tween 
the 
free 
and 
C om m unist 
worlds, the place to look for signs 
of peace is in Asia. As of today, un­ 
fortunately, no such signs are in 
sight. 
In the hope of getting w hat they 
w ant without the bothersom e risk 
of fighting for it, the Chinese Com­ 
munists have of course declared 
their w illingness to talk about the 
situation in the Form osa S trait. 
But there is no jot or tittle of evi­ 
dence that *hc Com m unists will 
not attack the offshore islands in 
the end, if the E isenhow er adm in­ 
istration does not succeed in giv­ 
ing them Quemoy and the M atsus 
as a present. 
And if the adm inistration suc­ 
ceeds in m aking this handsom s 
present to Peiping, there is no jot 
or tittle of evidence, either, that 
the Com m unists will not then pro­ 
ceed to p rep are an early attack 
on Form osa proper. Possession of 
Quemoy and the M atsus will m ake 
this possible, and Peiping's claim 
to Form osa has never been aban­ 
doned or abated. 
Danger More Complex 
F urtherm ore, 
this 
local, 
pre­ 
dom inantly 
m ilitary 
situation 
in 


the F orm osa S tra it ii fa r less im ­ 
portant, except as a sym ptom , than 
the political-m ilitary situation in 
Southeast Asia. It m ay be heresy 
to say so, but this country and the 
free world could well afford to lose 
F orm osa if w e could be su re of 
losing nothing further. U nfortun­ 
ately, how ever, m uch m ore serious 
losses probably lie ahead in South­ 
e a st A sia, and in Southeast A sia, 
the d an g er is m ore com plex than 
in the F orm osa S trait. 


At the bottom of the Southeast 


Asian problem , of course, th ere is 
the v ast and increasing m ilitary

danger. Yet the danger m ust be 
m et som ehow, for the kind of cham 
reaction of trium phs th at the Com ­ 
m unists can now hope for in South­ 
east Asia, will surely beget an even 
m ore disastrous chain reaction in 
less rem ote parts of the world.

Dr. Edward Davens, director of 
the state program, conceded that 
inoculations on an individual basis 
will have to be arranged. 


He said he had received no in­ 
formation that release of 200,000 
shots of the vaccine by the federal 
government included any for M ary­ 
land. The state has about 123.000 
first and second graders to in­ 
oculate. 


Before the inoculations were sus­ 
pended, 110.000 children had re­ 
ceived their first of two shots. The 
state has 12,000 doses for those 
children who didn’t get the first 
shots, but Dr. Davens said he isn’t 
sure they will be approved for use. 
Dr. Davens said arrangements 
for administering 
the 
first 
and 
second shots whenever the vaccine 
becomes available probably will be 
left up to the individual county 
health departments. 


The Allegany County Health De­ 
partment completed giving 
first 
shots of polio vaccine to 3.615 first 
and second graders in April. 


The original schedule called for 
second shots to be given beginning 
May 17.
